Unfortunately, my firm's remote server is currently down. | will send that file to the parties as soon as | get to work in
the morning.

2. WSCK's preference would be to keep the current procedural schedule, if possible. We will not object to "original lines
of questioning" in the "supplemental requests for information" (current deadline 11/22) on the simple grounds that the
issue was not raised during the "initial request" phase (current deadline 10/25). We would encourage, however, that
parties not completely forgo all questioning during the initial request phase simply because there may be additional,
original topics to be covered in the supplemental requests.

Considering the difficulty Water Service has encountered with completing their responses to Staff's first
information requests, | wonder if the procedural schedule calling for discovery requests to be submitted
by this Friday is realistic. It is my feeling that the schedule as it currently stands is unrealistic at best and
may not allow for due process.
